—Chariea Hal-
lard, an Amerioan, was Kidnaped by
Moxicans Wednesday from  Carrizo
Bprings, Tex., and escaped by diving into
the Mo Grande river, nocording Lo dis-
patches today to Govermor O. B, Colguit:,
The governor has wired to know whether
Texks rangers are neoded In the Cor-
rizo fprings territory.

The kidmaping was reported by W. T.
Ourdner, sheriff of Dimmit vounty, of
which Carriso Bprings s the county seal
Thin town I8 about thirty-five miles from
the border. Uardner's telogram o the
governor, dated March 1%, reads:

When led Inte river he out the mpe,
freed himesell and diving down sreim
cscaped to Mexican side, where was shot
At several times, But mot huwt MHe
plunged into the river, diving down., awam
to American side and escaped to San
Podro ranch, four miles from Rio Grande,
All Indications polnt to federal Maxioan
woldiers, Ilave sent for Ballard.
